SAYS LATTER PREVARICATES 


Turn-Down of Commissioner Voorhls 


and the Mayor's Statement Provoke 
a Reply From the Tammany Chief. 
Attorney Seneral Jackson Revokes 
Appointment of His Predecessor. 


New York, Jan. 4.—Leader Charles 


F. Murphy of Tammany Hall gave out 
a statement in regard to Mayor Mc- 
Clellan's action in refusing to re- 
appoint Election Commissioner Voor- 
his as president of the board, the 
choice of the regular Democratic or- 
ganization in New York. In appoint- 
ing John C. Dooling to succeed Voor- 
his the mayor took occasion to state 
thathewould flo longer "recognize the 
existing control of Tammany Hall," 
and that he could not "tolerate any 
relations with its present leader." Mr. 
Murphy says: "Commissioner Voorhis 
was rejected by the mayor, not for 
any of the shuffling reasons assigned, 
but simply and solely because last fall, 
in the designation of the Democratic 
newspapers to publish'the election no- 
tices, Commissioner Voorhis refused 
to violate his oath of office and be a 
party to the satisfaction of the may- 
or's petty revenges upon the news- 
papers which had harshly criticised 
him." 


Mr. Murphy continues: 
"As to the present leader of Tam- 


many Hall, let me observe that no 
man in the community has held closer 
relations with him nor dcies any one 
know him more thoroughly than this 
same mayor. If any reason exists 
which justifies the breaking of the re- 
lations which have existed between 
the two men, I do not know just what 
it may be, and I urge the mayor, if he 
knows, to make such reason public. 
I defy him to name a single instance 
in which I have suggested or urged on 
behalf of the Democratic organization,

AGAIN ACTIVE 


Prefect of Police Victim of Assassin 


Who Kills Himself. 


DUAL TRAGEDY AT CHURCH 


Murderer a Young Jew Who Turned 


His Gun on Himself While Falling 
Under the Sabers of the Prefect's 
Escort — Revolutionists Issue Proc- 
lamation Justifying the Deed. 
St. Petersburg, Jan. 4.— The assas- 


sination of Major General Von der 
Launitz, prefect of police of St. Pe- 
tersburg, has been traced to the fight- 
ing organization of social revolution- 
ists. ' This organization issued the 
customary proclamation avowing and 
justifying the murder. 


Major General Von der Launitz was 


shot and killed at the chapel at the in- 
stitute of experimental 
medicines. 


The assassin coolly turned the re- 
volver against himself while he was 
falling under the sabers of the pre- 
fect's' escort, arid soon expired. He 
was about 22 >ears old, and apparent- 
ly belonged to the Intelligent working 
classes. The police affirm he was a 
Jew. He was provided with a card of 
admission to the dedication of the 
church, but this card bore no name. 
The authorities have not been able to 
ascertain how he obrained this invita- 
tion to the ceremony, v.-hich was ex- 
tremely select, only 1"0 invitations 
having been issued. Prince Peter Al- 
exandrovitch, Duke of Oldenburg, is a 
patron of the instil uf. Among the 
giirsts wera h's wife. Grand Duchess 
Olga. youngest sister of the emperor, 
Princess Eugenia Emiianova and a 
number of oilier persons prominent at 
court.

Peoria, 111., Jan. 4.—The base of ac- 


Hanna- 
han and the members of the grand 
executive hoard of the Brotherhood a* 
Locomotive Firemen and Enginemen 
was transferred to Chicago, where the 
sessions will open today. Just before 
leaving his office Mr.' Hannahan stated 
in an interview that he would "settle 
this fight or lose it after a hard 
fight." Following the meeting .th'e' 
members of the grand executive boajxT
